ing the location and extent of his disease 
as by fam iliarizing ourselves w ith his 
temperament, his likes and dislikes, and, 
above all, w ith his power of endurance 
and resistance. 
If we w ill bear these things in mind 
we may l>e able to do all that is possible 
for the sick one— namely, to enable him 
to withstand the onslaught of tip* dis­ 
ease until nature shall gain the control­ 
ling hand. 
So successful is this method 
of treatment that it often results in a 
complete or at least a temporary cure. 
Consumption is one of the most de­ 
vitalizing of diseases. 
Not only does it 
attack the lungs, but the action of the 
nervous system is sooner or later seri­ 
ously interfered with, tip* digestion im ­ 
paired, and the simplest form of excite­ 
ment renders even the circulation of the 
blood dangerous from being overactive. 
W< shall come nearest to striking at 
the root of all these troubles if we direct 
our energies toward lim iting the fre­ 
quency and severity of tip* cough, and in 
this we have not only to follow tipi ad­ 
vice of tip* physician, taking cure that 
his directions am exactly carried out, 
but wo h u m 
give careful attention to 
nursing. 
Toprevi nt the first paroxysm of cough­ 
ing, which is usually incited in the 
morning by the exertion of rising, a 
warm cup of tea or an eggnog should he 
taken before the patient leaves the l>ed. 
A glass of something warm, like hot 
m ilk or gruel, should also be taken be­ 
fore r ‘tiring, and plenty of time should 
he allowed in preparing for the bed. 
Tiie patient should sleep in blankets, 
and a glass of warm drink should be 
placed w ithin reach in case he should 
wake through the night. 
If the presence of food in the stomach 
causes the reappearance of the cough 
after meals, some suitable preparation 
of pepsin should tie used to hasten tip* 
digestion, and an hour or tw o’s rest 
should be taken immediately after the 
meal.— Youth \s Companion.

them. 
Each image was made unsightly 
by having numbers of little bits of paper 
stuck on to it and chev. *d bits of paper 
which had been spat at it. The object of 
this disfiguration we failed to discover, 
though our friend Hojo informed us they 
were put on by the young priests, a part 
of whose novitiate it was to attempt to| 
count the Buddhas. 
There is evidently something wrong 
with these idols, for 110 one has ever 
been able to reckon them up the same 
twice over, in spite of sticking a piece 
of paper to tick each one off. 
Of course 
two uiisuperstitious Englishmen were 
not to be humbugged by native stories, 
so M. (m y traveling companion) and I, 
thinking She whole thing ridiculous, <1* 
cided to count the mysterious images. 
We started on co-operative lines, each 
taking a side of the avenue. Our efforts, 
however, were fruitless, for we had not 
numbered off more than a dozen each, 
before M. (whose eyes were not so good 
as they had once been) shouted across to 
me: “ I say, 1 saw one of them on your 
side moving. I ’m certain I did. Th ey’re 
uncanny. L e t’s give it up. ” This inter 
ruption of course upset all my calcula­ 
tions, but we soon came on the moving 
image, which turned out to he nothing 
more than one of the old Frenchmen, 
seated peacefully among the statues and

T h e American Press Association is 
generally correct in its news anil fair 
in comments, bu t the despatches sent 


o 
u t yesterday connecting N ice Presi­ 
dent Hobart with favoring an u nlaw­ 
fu l railroad pool was simply ridicu lou s. 
T h e report read before the Interstate 
Commerce commission showing that 
Vice President Hobart had been one of 
th ree arbitrators for the Joint. rI raffio 
association who fixed the 
pool per­ 
centages for last year shou ld have been 
no occasion for su rprise or condem­ 
nation. 
It has been a m atter of com­ 
mon knowledge th a t Mr. 
Hobart was 
one of these arbitrators. 
It has never 
been any secret, and there is no reason 
why it shou ld have been so. 
W hen he 
served as arbitrator he was a private 
citizen, lie had as mu ch right to serve 
in this capacity as any other man en­ 
gage in railroad bu siness. 
He was 
committing r o-special impropriety in|so 
acting, and was engaged in no bu siness 
which shou ld cau se him any special 
criticism in the fu tu re other th an the 
criticism always allowable from per­ 
sons of contrary beliefs. 
It is tru e the commission did not 
think the pools which these arbitrators 
signed were legal. Bu t at hat time the 
qu estion was legitimately open to ar 
eminent. 
The su preme cou rt had not 
passed u pon it. 
T h e bu rden of ju dicial 
opinion, on the contrary, 
v\as in favor 
of their legality. 
H is on y recently 
th a t the decision has 
boon 
rei dered 
th a t the Sherm an law applies to all 
jxiols, and th a t these pools therefore 
are illegal. 
T h e fact mu st be remem ­ 
bered th a t Mr. H o b a rt’s action wa* 
taken long before he had be< a even 
spoken of as a candidate for tbo vu e 
presidency, and when he was fn 
to 
act for the railroads. 
His position, 
moreover, was in line with the prevail­ 
ing cou rt decisions, and not to be con­ 
sidered u ndu ly reprehensible. 
It is 
making a mou ntain ou t ofja molehill to 
attem pt to attach any special signifi­ 
cance to the fact th a t Mr. Hobert has 
since become vice president of 
the 
United States. 
T h e dispatches sent ou t yesterday 
th a t “ Vice President Hobart was a vi­ 
olator of national law, 
was not only 
false bu t foolish, and the association 
shou ld discharge the chu mp who orig­ 
inated su ch folly.

David Willet raised a qu antity 
last year and Mr. Cu lver has planted 
seed from th a t crop. 
It is probable 
th a t the length of the season here will 
make it an u ncertain crop.

It was a direct rev ersal of the or 
dinary effect in the ordinary theater, 
where the play loses in realism becau se 
a cu rrent of necessarily appreciated bu t 
pu rposely rejects! antagonistic fact u n­ 
derru ns the conv entional illu sion and 
compels u s to perceiv e that the palace | 
is bu t painted canv as, and ev en on the | 
largest stage only fou r or fiv e times as j 
high as the prince. 
The palace at Or­ 
ange, towering u p as thou gh it wou ld 
tou ch the v ery heav ens and obv iou sly 
of v eritable stone, was a most peremp­ 
tory reality. 
The fortu itou s accessory of the trees 
growing close beside the stage added to 
the ou tdoor effect still another v ery 
v iv id tou ch of realism, and this was 
heightened by the swaying 
<<£ the branch­ 
es, and by the graciou s motion of the 
draperies, u nder the fitfu l pressu re of 
the strong gu sts of wind. 
Indeed the 
mistral took a v ery telling part in the 
performance. 
Players less perfect in 
their art wou ld hav e been disconcerted 
by it, bu t these of the Comedie Française 
were qu ick to perceiv e and to u tilize its 
artistic possibilities. 
In the v ery midst 
of the solemn denu nciation of Œ dipu s 
by Tiresias, the long white beard of the 
blind prophet su ddenly was blown u p­ 
ward so that Ids face was hidden and 
his u tterance chok ed by it. and the mo­ 
mentary pau se, while he raised his hand 
slowly, and calmly freed his face from 
this chance cov ering, made a dramatic 
break in his discou rse, and added to it a 
natu ralness which v iv idly intensified its 
solemn import. In lik e manner the final 
entry of Œ dipu s, coming from the pal­ 
ace after blinding himself, was made 
thrillingly real. 
For a moment, as he 
came u pon the stage, the horror which 
he had wrou ght 
u pon himself — his 
ghastly cyesoek ets, his blood stained 
TitcM»—was v isible, and then a gu st of 
wind lifted his mantle and flu ng it abou t 
his head so that all was concealed, and 
an exqu isite pity for him was arou sed— 
while he stru ggled painfu lly to rid him ­ 
self of the incu mbrance—by the imposi- 
\ 
tien of this petty annoyance u pon his j 
mortal agony of body and of sou l.—
